1. According to personnel of the Fukien Public Security Department, the Chinese 
Nationalist Government has recently dropped a number of agents by air into the 
Fukien-Kwangtung border area. Four of these agents have been arrested. A 
diligent search is being conducted for the others. 


2, The East China Military Area bas transferred CHANG Ting~ch' eng (1.728/7844/0015) , 
chairman of the Fukién Government, to Korea for service with the Chinese Volunteer 
Army. YEH Fei, deputy chairman, hes agsgumed the chairmanship in his absence. 


3. On 1 August 1952 over 120 trainges graduated from the Fukien Military District 
Basic Infantry Sehool. VEE Fed presided at the ceremony. Most of the graduates 
were aggigned to units of the 16 Army Group. A few were assigned to the Armed 
Forces Departtient. , 


4, On 10 August an army engineers ynit of the Fukien Military District returned to 
Foochow after completing repairg on the P'ut'ien (119-03, 25-29) .Fuch*ing (149-25) 
25-43) highway on 9 August. 

5. About 850 officers and men of the Chinese Volunteer Army who were wounded. or 
411 and were placed in hospitals under the command of the Fukien Military District 


have recuperated and left Fulien on 12 August en route to North Korea, where 
they will rejoin their wits. 
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
